WHAT  IS  THE  COLLEGE? 
WHAT  DOES  IT  ACCOMPLISH  ? 


The  College,  founded  in  1872,  is  an  institution  exclusively  for 
the  Blind.  It  is  quite  undenominational  in  character.  Its 
object  is  to  train  the  Blind  to  earn  their  own  living,  and  to  render 
them  independent,  self-reliant  citizens.  Incredible  as  it  may  appear, 
this  is  an  object  which  the  College  has  succeeded  and  does 
continually  succeed  in  accomplishing,  and  there  are  now  no  fewer 
than  600  former  pupils  earning  their  own  living. 

It  was  founded  for  the  poor,  but  the  instruction  and  training 
have  proven  so  efficient  that  the  wealthy  are  glad  to  send  their 
children  also.  As,  however,  the  educable  Blind  without  means 
outnumber  the  well-to-do  by  at  least  11  to  1,  the  College  has 
always  had  a terrible  financial  struggle. 

84  per  cent,  of  the  graduates  are  filling  their  place  in  the  world 
as  organists  and  teachers  of  music,  pianoforte  tuners,  clergymen, 
school  teachers,  shorthand  typists,  etc.  (See  p.  5.)  Without  the 
College  training  many  of  them  would  still  be  helpless  and  hopeless 
and  a permanent  charge  on  the  rates.  The  College  is  therefore 
an  economic  asset  to  the  community,  and  should  receive  whole- 
hearted and  generous  support. 

.4s  originally  it  arose,  so  it  has  contin  ued  by  voluntary  unendowed 
effort.  The  College  is  in  urgent  need  of  funds  to  continue  its  good 
work.  You  therefore  who  can  see,  wiU  you  not  help  the  Blind  and 
give  them  the  ulterior  light  of  intelligence  and  hope  to  gain  their 
livelihood  ? 

It  is  considered  a grand  and  noble  act  to  endow  a College  for  the 
Sighted.  Is  it  less  noble  to  do  so  in  the  case  of  the  Blind  ? 

The  war  has  hit  the  College  badly.  The  donations  are  £800 
less  than  in  1914.  The  new  Pianoforte  Building  required  by  the 
Board  of  Education  still  needs  £2,050  to  wipe  off  all  liabilities.

TReport  of  tbe  Executive  Committee 


Visit;of  Mor  The  year  1915  will  be  an  ever  memorable  one  in  the  annals 

Majesty,  Queen*  J 

Alexandra.  0f  the  College,  for  on  July  22nd  Her  Majesty,  Queen  Alexandrai 
graciously  attended  the  Annual  Prize  Festival,  distributed  awards 
to  successful  pupils,  and  opened  the  new  Pianoforte  Tuning 
Building. 

Her  Majesty  was  accompanied  by  Princess  Victoria,  and  there 
were  in  attendance  the  Countess  of  Antrim,  the  Hon.  Charlotte 
Knollys,  the  Hon.  Ivy  Gordon-Lennox,  General  Sir  Dighton 
Probyn,  and  Colonel  Streatfeild.  Queen  Alexandra  arrived  at 
the  College  shortly  after  three  o’clock,  and  was  received  by  Lord 
Lamington  and  Lady  Lamington,  Viscountess  Hambleden,  Sir 
William  Treloar,  Commodore  Sir  Richard  Williams-Bulkelev, 
commanding  the  Royal  Naval  Division  quartered  at  the  Crystal 
Palace,  and  the  Principal  and  Mrs.  Guy  Campbell.  The  Royal 
Naval  Division  furnished  the  guard  of  honour. 

The  bad  weather  necessitated  a modification  of  the  programme. 
The  outdoor  events  were  abandoned,  and  the  prize-giving  took 
place  in  the  Gardner  Hall.  Queen  Alexandra  proceeded  at  once 
to  the  hall  for  the  distribution  of  the  prizes  and  spoke  a few  words 
to  each  winner.  Lord  Lamington,  in  moving  an  address  of  thanks 
to  Her  Majesty,  mentioned  that  since  Queen  Alexandra  had  last 
visited  the  College,  thirty-six  years  ago,  the  institution  had  grown 
beyond  all  expectation.  Instead  of  three  acres  of  grounds  there 
were  sixteen  and  a half  acres,  and  they  had  now  added  a new 
technical  school  to  the  buildings — a school  that  had  been  made 
imperative  by  the  requirements  of  the  Board  of  Education. 
Hundreds  had  passed  through  the  College  equipped  to  fight  the

Banker’s  Loan  of  £3,000  must  be  repaid. 
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battle  of  life.  The  College  was  not  confined  to  children  of  Great 
Britain,  but  was  open  to  the  Overseas  Dominions  and  to  other 
nationalities.  A tribute  was  paid  to  the  splendid  work  of  tho 
Principal,  and  in  conclusion  Lord  Lamington  said  that  the  College 
urgently  needed  another  £2,000  to  complete  the  payment  for  the 
new  technical  school. 

At  this  time  the  weather  had  become  even  worse,  aud  Sir 
William  Treloar  suggested  that  Her  Majesty  should  declare  the 
new  building  open  by  proxy  in  order  to  escape  the  discomfort  of 
passing  through  the  grounds.  ' Queen  Alexandra  adopted  the 
suggestion,  but  afterwards  decided  to  pursue  a part  of  the  original 
programme.  The  swimming  bath  was  visited,  where  some  of  the 
senior  boys  gave  an  exhibition  of  swimming,  diving  and  life 
saving.  Her  Majesty  then  decided  to  inspect  the  technical  school, 
where  she  expressed  her  satisfaction  with  the  general  work  of  the 
College,  and  congratulated  the  Principal  and  the  Staff.  At  five 
o’clock  Her  Majesty  left  by  motor-car  on  the  return  journey  to 
Marlborough  House.  The  streets  of  Upper  Norwood  were 
decorated  in  honour  of  the  visit,  and  in  spite  of  the  heavy  rain 
a large  company  assembled  outside  the  buildings  and  warmly 
cheered  her  Majesty. 

The  new  building  has  thirty-one  rooms  or  cubicles,  namely, 
twenty-one  for  upright  and  ten  for  grand  pianos  ; in  addition 
to  which  there  is  a piano  teaching  and  a harmonium  teaching 
room.  On  the  first  floor  is  tho  magnificent  workshop,  three  times 
as  lofty  and  with  twice  as  much  space  as  the  old  shop.  The  entire 
building  is  lighted  by  electricity,  and  each  room  has  its  own 
heating  radiator.  There  is  also  an  office,  and  a lift  for  moving 
pianos  from  one  floor  to  the  other  as  may  be  necessary. 

The  Committee  have  again  to  most  gratefully  acknowledge 
receipt  of  a further  grant  of  £50  from  the  Queen  Alexandra  Rose 
Day  Fund,  and  respectfully  tender  their  most  sincere  thanks  to 
Her  Majesty,  Queen  Alexandra,  for  so  graciously  continuing  to 
consider  and  approve  their  application.

The  increased  cost  of  living  and  the  falling 
off  in  donations  and  subscriptions  has  very  regretfully  com- 
pelled the  Committee  to  borrow  the  sum  of  £1,500  from  the 
bankers  in  order  to  “carry  on,”  making  the  total  indebtedness 
to  the  bankers  £3,000.  The  Committee  fully  realise  the 
tremendous  strain  that  has  been  put  upon  the  public  in  the 
matter  of  appeals,  but  they  nevertheless  ask  those  with  sight 
to  remember  their  brothers  and  sisters  handicapped  by  the 
greatest  of  human  afflictions.  Will  all  sighted  persons  whom 
this  appeal  reaches  try  and  do  “ their  bit  ” to  help  the  Com- 
mittee to  continue  their  national  and  imperial  work  ?

In  June,  some  300  members  of  tbe  Music  Teachers’  Associates 
attended.  They  came  particularly  to  witness  and  listen  to  a 
demonstration  of  Aural  Training  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Lucas  and  Mr.  Watling,  and  hear  a recital  of  original  compositions 
by  the  students. 

A new  departure  is  the  formation  of  a troop  of  Boy  Scouts. 
In  January,  18  of  the  junior  boys  were  entered  as  the  28th 
Croydon  Troop.  The  formation  and  carrying  out  of  the  Syllabus 
was  entirely  due  to  Mr.  Alexander  Grove,  who  threw  himself  into 
the  movement  with  energy  and  enthusiasm. 

Work  was  started  on  the  “ Tenderfoot  Test  ” on  January  27th, 
and  all  except  three  passed  by  February  14th.  The  present 
strength  consists  of  three  Patrols,  each  of  six  boys,  known 
respectively  as  “ Tiger,”  “ Lion,”  and  “ Beaver.”  The  Tender- 
foot Test  consists  in  : — 

1.  Flying  and  knowing  composition  and  history  of  Union  Jack. 

2.  Scout  signs. 

3.  Scout  law. 

4.  Scout  promise  and  salute. 

5.  Following  knots  : — Bowline,  reef,  sheepshank,  fisherman’s, 
sheet  bend,  clove  hitch. 

Procedure  : — Two  Scout  parades  each  week,  on  Wednesday  and 
Saturday  afternoons. 

Two  readings  each  week,  on  Wednesday  and  Saturday  evenings. 

Pupils  are  now  required  to  pass  a test  before  being  permitted 
to  sing  with  the  first  choir.  The  test  consist  of  four  items  : (1) 
the  ability  to  sing  their  part  in  two  out  of  six  hymns  which  they 
have  had  an  opportunity  of  studying  ; (2)  take  part  in  a round  ; 
(3)  sing  a song  of  their  own  selection,  the  accompaniment  being 
played  for  them  ; (4)  be  able  to  read  Braille  music. 

During  the  season  this  Society  read  in  the  College  Hall  “Othello,” 

" Twelfth  Night,”  “ The  Rivals,”  “ Much  Ado  About  Nothing,” 
and  “ Richard  II.”

If  successful  in  passing  the  Entrance  Examina- 
tion, Candidates  are  admitted  to  the  College  on  a terms 
probation.  If  this  period  is  also  satisfactorily  passed  then  the 
" Probationer  ” is  admitted  and  entered  on  the  Register  as  a 
" Scholar.”

Scholarship  Examinations. — The  Examinations  for  these 
.Scholarships  are  held  annually  in  the  first  week  of  March,  July 
and  December.  Successful  Candidates  enter  the  College  as 
“^Probationers  ” in  the  Term  following. 

Candidates  will  be  required  to  read  and  write  Braille  with 
facility  and  correctness  ; be  well  grounded  in  Arithmetic,  History, 
and  Geography,  and  bo  able  to  write  an  essay  on  any  ordinary 
subject.  The  above  subjects  are  essential,  but  credit  will  be 
given  for  knowledge  of  any  standard  book  in  prose  or  poetry, 
as  well  as  practical  acquaintance  with  other  subjects. 

In  the  case  of  a Candidate  who  has  become  blind  after  the  age 
of  sixteen  and  not  had  the  opportunity  of  acquiring  a know- 
ledge of  Braille  since  losing  his  sight,  evidence  of  ability  to  acquire 
that  knowledge  will  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 

It  is  most  important  that  parents  and  friends  should  enter 
intending  Candidates  for  examination  at  the  earliest  moment 
possible,  as  successful  Candidates  are  admitted  strictly  in  the 
order  in  which  their  names  are  received.
